My taxes rock 

For as long as this country has had an Internal Revenue Service, 
Americans have complained about— and sought ways to fix— what is 
by most accounts a broken system. But from a “flat tax” to getting rid 
of the income tax altogether, no proposed remedy has quite held the 
answer. Until now 

Below are several steps aimed at bringing sanity to our tax-paying 
process. (Don’t forget, today is the deadline to file.) Individually each 
of these steps may not mean much, but, taken as a whole, I’m confi- 
dent they mean even less. 

From nowon ... 

» Five cents will be deducted from the tax bill of anyone who delivers 
his or her return to the IRS in a reusable bag. 

» The so-called “death tax” is expanded to also apply to assets of 
people who are just feeling achy 

» Children over the age of 6 must declare all quarters and other 
change pulled out of ears by slightly drunken uncles. 

» One lucky fan gets to file a joint tax return with Justin Bieber. 

» Tax refunds can be spent only in an IRS -owned revolving prize 
shop like the one they used to have for winners on “Wheel of For- 
tune.” 

» In addition to cigarette taxes already in place across the country, the 
IRS can tack on a fee if it deems that your tax forms smell like you 
were smoking when you filled them out.

» A new “Check here if you— or your spouse, if a joint return— want 
$3 to go to the Bret Michaels emergency appendectomy medical costs 
fund” box has been added for late filers this year. 

» People must include documentation of every penny they saw on 
the sidewalk regardless of whether they picked it up. (Please include 
location and date each penny was spotted to ensure that no penny is 
counted more than once.) 

» Anybody, regardless of whether he or she is employed by the IRS, 
can audit anybody else.

FAMILY 

‘HE KILLED EVERYONE,’ GIRL WHO 
ESCAPED YELLS INTO PHONE

Amid the sudden crackle of gunfire, a 12-year- 
old girl ran from a Marquette Park bungalow 
and fled along South Mozart Street. A gun- 
man took a shot at her and missed. Soon, she 
burst through the door of a nearby gas station, 
dressed only in pajamas, begging an attendant 
to call her mom. 

When Keshia Larry answered the phone 
early Wednesday morning, she heard her 
daughter speak these panicked words: “He 
killed everyone.” 

Police would later enter the bungalow and 
find a scene one commander described as “in- 
comprehensible.” Four people— an adult and 
three children, all related— were dead. The 
adult and the oldest child were pregnant. Two 
other family members were hospitalized, one 
on life support. 

Police soon had apprehended a suspect, a 
Wisconsin man with a lengthy criminal record 
who was related to all those killed. Sources 
involved with the investigation said the man 
had converted to Islam several years ago while 
serving time in prison and had a dispute with 
his wife— one of the victims— because she 
would not adhere to his faith. 

He told police that he needed to take his 
family back to Allah and out of this world of 
sinners, a source said. A police report quoted 
him as saying: “I wish I had more bullets. I 
wish I had more bullets.” 

As of late Wednesday no charges had been filed. 


Family members said the suspect had been 
acting strangely The wife’s sister, Shirina 
Thompson, said the suspect had been talk- 
ing about “going to Allah.” Both Thompson 
and a neighbor in Wisconsin said the man had 
fought with his wife in recent days because 
she refused to wear Muslim garb. 

The children killed were Jihad, the 
7-month-old son of the alleged gunman; his 
3-year-old niece, Keleasha Larry; and his 
16 -year-old niece, Keyshai Fields, whom 
friends said was four months pregnant. The 
nieces, both daughters of Keshia Larry, were 
found shot to death in the same bed. 

The suspect’s wife was Tvanda Thompson, 
19. Family members said the couple were mar- 
ried just weeks ago and that Thompson was ex- 
pecting their second child. She and Jihad were 
found in bed in a separate bedroom with gun- 
shot wounds to their heads, police said. 

The two wounded were identified by fam- 
ily members as the alleged gunman’s mother, 
Leona Larry 57, and nephew, Demond Larry 
13. Family members said Leona Larry was on 
life support and Demond Larry was stable but 
had been shot in the face. 

“I’m really just leaving everything in God’s 
hands,” said Keshia Larry as she left Advo- 
cate Christ Medical Center late Wednesday 
“What is a mother to do when something like 
this happens, especially by a family member?” 

Police said the suspect, his wife, their baby, 
his mother and his nephew traveled from

Madison, Wis., to Chicago on Tuesday arriv- 
ing about 8 p.m. 

Letisha Larry, one of the suspect’s sisters, 
said her brother had been acting strange, 
carrying around the Quran and telling fam- 
ily members that something in the book told 
him to kill someone. 

Early Wednesday morning, police said, the 
suspect opened fire on nearly everyone in 
the house in the 7200 block of South Mozart 
Street. Shirina Thompson, the sister of the 
suspect’s wife, said she was told by police that 
the suspect first shot his wife in the neck and 
the others in the head. When he saw that his 
wife was still alive, he shot her in the head, 
Thompson said. 

Darryl Hill, who rents space in the family’s 
basement, said he heard the shots upstairs, 
then the suspect came downstairs and point- 


ed a gun in his face. 

“The whole thing happened so fast,” said 
Hill, who was not wounded. “I felt my life was 
coming to an end.” 

Police said a 12-year-old girl— Keshia Lar- 
ry’s daughter— escaped the house and was 
shot at by the suspect as she fled. Attendants 
at a gas station near 71st Street and California 
Avenue said a girl burst through the door in 
her pajamas a little after 4 a.m., asking them 
to call her mom. 

“She was like, Mom, mom. Your brother is 
shooting everybody’ ” Larry said. 

After chasing the 12-year-old down the street, 
police said, the suspect kept walking. A squad 
car spotted him about 5:50 a.m. at 59th Street 
and Racine Avenue, and he was arrested without 
incident. A police source said he had discarded 
a 9 mm handgun but led police back to it.

In an unusually bloody start to a week, 
Chicago police recorded nine homicides 
between Monday and Wednesday after- 
noon, according to a RedEye analysis of pre- 
liminary police data. 

A woman and three children were found 
shot to death Wednesday in Marquette Park, 
which is part of the Chicago Lawn commu- 
nity area, police said. Chicago Lawn typically 
saw an average of one homicide a month 
last year, RedEye determined. 

The Marquette Park shooting was the 
worst mass shooting since April 2008, when 
three men and two women under the age 
of 30 were shot to death in Greater Grand 
Crossing, according to RedEye data. 

Meanwhile, in separate incidents on 
Monday, three men were shot to death and 
one woman was stabbed to death. 

Citywide, 17 homicides have been record- 
ed this month, RedEye found. Chicago police 
recorded 41 homicides last April, based on a 
RedEye analysis, tswartz@tribune.com 

Homicides from April 7 to 4 p.m. Wednesday 
(Note: The South Mozart Drive location had 
four victims; all other locations had one victim.) 


Ex-fiance says suspect ‘not a huge monster’

Anastasia Pierce said her phone began 
ringing early Wednesday with the stunning 
news. Her ex-fiance, she was told, was be- 
ing held as a suspect in the shooting deaths 
of his wife, his baby son and two nieces. 

“I cried,” Pierce, 22, said from her new 
home in Savannah, Ga. “He’s not that kind 
of person. I don’t want everyone thinking 
that he’s this huge monster because of ev- 
erything that happened.” 

Pierce said she grew up next door to the 
suspect in Madison, Wis. He was 10 years 
older than she, and they were engaged for 
nearly two years, but Pierce said his behav- 
ior and their different religious beliefs led 
her to call off their engagement in October 
2008. 

“He practiced Islam, prayed five times a

day” Pierce said. “He wanted a Muslim wom- 
an, and I wanted to marry a Christian man.” 
But religious differences weren’t the 


only factor behind the breakup, Pierce 
said. The suspect’s usually calm demeanor 
frequently shattered in a burst of anger, 
she said. 

The suspect went on to marry Twanda 
Thompson, and court records indicate 
that their relationship was rocky as well. 
Thompson was found shot to death in 
bed with their 9 -month-old son, Jihad, on 
Wednesday morning. 

Weeks after their son was born in Sep- 
tember, the suspect was arrested and 
charged with misdemeanor battery and 
disorderly conduct for beating Thompson 
in the parking lot of a Madison Walmart, 
records show He was sentenced to 45 days 
in jail and released on Feb. 22, according to 
jail records. Less than a month later, he and 
Thompson were married.

New court filing paints 
former governor as 
desperate for money

Months after winning the state’s highest of- 
fice, Rod Blagojevich and some of his closest 
advisers met to discuss how they could turn 
their political fortune into personal riches, 
with the new governor listening as Antoin 
“Tony” Rezko stood at a board and outlined 
the ideas, prosecutors alleged in a court filing 
unsealed Wednesday 

Rezko, one of the governor’s top fundrais- 
ers, was the alleged mastermind of some of 
the plans. Chris Kelly, the Blagojevich con- 
fidante who took his own life last fall, some- 
times hopped up to add his two cents, pros- 
ecutors alleged. Also there was Alonzo “Lon” 
Monk, then Blagojevich’s chief of staff, who 
has since pleaded guilty to corruption charges 
and agreed to help the government, prosecu- 
tors said. 

“Blagojevich mostly listened during the 
meeting, but was engaged,” as the men talked 
about divvying up hundreds of thousands of 
dollars from state actions. 

The secret meeting was hinted at last year 
as Monk pleaded guilty, but it was detailed for 
the first time Wednesday in a new evidentiary 
proffer laying out the path federal prosecu- 
tors plan to take at Blagojevich’s scheduled 
June trial on corruption charges. 

The 91-page document, released after the 
Chicago Tribune and other media asked a fed- 
eral judge to unseal it, accuses Blagojevich of 


running the state as a criminal racket almost 
from the start of his first term in 2003. It also 
paints Blagojevich as desperate for money 
and wanting to leave office— and in fact the 
state— by shortly before his arrest in Decem- 
ber 2008. 

“I’d like to get out, the {expletive} outta 
here,” he once told a top aide as federal agents 
secretly recorded him. 

While the document outlines allegations 
that are now well-known to the public, it 
sheds new light on allegations that Blagojev- 
ich schemed to use his position to make mon- 
ey, including trying to sell the U.S. Senate seat 
vacated by President Obama. 

“There is nothing new,” the former gover- 
nor said in a statement released by his pub- 
licist. “It’s the same old false allegations and 
lies. I’m looking forward to trial so the truth 
comes out and everyone will see that I am in- 
nocent.” 

Blagojevich defense attorneys fought to 
keep the proffer under seal, arguing pros- 
ecutors were unfairly excerpting hundreds of 
hours of recordings to make their client look 
guilty 

Senate seat for sale? 

The new document alleges Blagojevich wasn’t 
interested in good government when Obama’s 
election gave him the chance to name a new 
U.S. senator, and new snippets of the gover- 
nor’s conversations suggest Blagojevich saw 
the appointment as his golden parachute. 

In one conversation with John Harris, his 
then-chief of staff who also was indicted and 
is cooperating with the government, Blago- 


jevich allegedly discussed going to work in 
Washington if he appointed Obama’s pref- 
erence for the Senate seat, his friend Valerie 
Jarrett. 

“The objective is to, to get a good gig over 
there,” Blagojevich said. 

‘You negotiate that’ 

In another recording, prosecutors said he was 
focused on getting what he could for the seat. 
“Now is the time for me to put my {expletive} 
children and wife first, for a change.” 

One idea was a job for his wife, former first 
lady Patti Blagojevich. During one recorded 
phone call in November 2008, Blagojevich 
told his wife she might be able to become 
national director of the labor organization 
Change to Win. 

When Patti Blagojevich was having trouble 
finding salary information for the group on 
the Internet, Blagojevich told her not to wor- 
ry, prosecutors said. 

“You negotiate that,” the government 
quoted Blagojevich as saying. “ ‘I’d like a four- 
year contract for a million a year or somethin’. 
... Or 750 or whatever. It’d have to be good. 
Obama’s got excess money; he just gives them 
more money’ ” 

Blagojevich and the Tribune 

In the last weeks before the governor’s ar- 
rest in 2008, his top aide was ignoring direc- 
tives, pacifying Blagojevich and then refusing 
to follow through on orders to pressure the 
Chicago Tribune to fire editorial writers, the 
proffer says.

Judge: Clear Channel

Clear Channel Communications will 
remain one of the defendants in dozens 
of lawsuits stemming from the E2 night- 
club tragedy, a judge ruled Wednesday. 

Cook County Judge Kathy Flanagan 
denied the media giant’s motion for a 
summary judgment that would have 
removed it from the case. 

A 2003 stampede at the South Loop 
nightclub killed 21 patrons. Surviving 
relatives have filed wrongful-death and 
personal-injury suits against defendants 
that include Clear Channel, which em- 
ployed a DJ who plaintiffs say incited 
the stampede.

The source called the agreement “ba- 
sically done” and said he expects it to 
be completed this week, once lawyers 
approve the language. It wouldn’t be the 
first time Wrigley Field hosted a football 
game. The Bears called the Friendly 
Confines home from 1921-1970. 

Northwestern views the game as an 
opportunity to make a huge splash both 
nationally and in the Chicago market. 

The Wildcats have struggled to draw 
crowds in excess of 32,000 to Ryan Field 
and want to boost their season-ticket 
base well beyond its current 13,000. 

Hosting in-state rival Illinois at 
Wrigley Field, NU officials figure, will fire 
up college football fans in Chicago. 

CTAto bring back 
some bus, rail operators 

More than two months after cashing 
their last paychecks, nearly three dozen 
laid-off CTA bus drivers and train opera- 
tors received offers Wednesday to return 
to their old jobs, transit officials said. The 
move does not reflect any change in the 
CTA’s bleak budget picture. Instead, the 
rehiring is strictly caused by employee 
attrition, officials said. 

CTA service cuts implemented Feb. 7 
to help eliminate a $300 million budget 
deficit will remain in place indefinitely 
until new funding is available, CTA presi- 
dent Richard Rodriguez said. 

The cuts reduced bus service 18 per- 
cent and train operations by 9 percent. 

The agency will rehire 21 full-time bus 
drivers who were laid off in February, 
five part-time bus drivers and eight rail 
operators, he said. More ex-workers 
will likely be brought back each month, 
Rodriguez said.

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Commissioner to tackle 
Paxson-Vinny scuffle

We have had tiffs over Twitter, rhubarbs over 
roster control and flare-ups over future con- 
tract extensions. 

But of all the recent problems between 
Chicago sports executives and the coaches 
or managers under them, the alleged incident 
between Bulls executive vice president John 
Paxson and coach Vinny Del Negro has no 
peer or precedent. 

The fallout from Paxson’s surprising al- 
leged attack of Del Negro in Del Negro’s 
office March 30 continued Wednesday with 
NBA commissioner David Stern weighing in 
during a teleconference. Stern acknowledged 
he will discuss the matter and seek more in- 


formation at the NBA Board of Governors 
meeting Thursday and Friday 

“It’s been brought to my attention and 
sounded to me to a scuffle in practice ... this 
time a scuffle in the locker room,” Stern said. 

Stern didn’t commit to taking disciplin- 
ary action on Paxson or even that the league 
would launch a formal investigation, but he’s 
curious, and the commissioner made clear 
that if he determined Paxson confronted Del 
Negro and shoved him as is alleged, he would 
consider that conduct unbecoming an NBA 
executive. 

“If it happened, it’s not something that 
should and we’ll be talking to Chicago about 
that,” Stern said.

Amid extreme internal turmoil, the Bulls 
completed their improbable run to the 
postseason Wednesday night in emphatic 
fashion.

The Rails 

These pop rockers, who fall somewhere between Maroon 5 and Michael Jackson, 
have been around for only about seven months. Yet the group, fronted by Mike 
Pineda, 23, of Uptown, is rising quickly thanks to immensely hummable songs 
that Pineda says are already sticking in fans’ heads and being requested at shows. 
The Rails also know how to get the word out. About 10 Lakeview-area Starbucks 
posted the Rock ’n’ Vote Top 10 article and encouraged customers to vote for the 
band.

Elephant Gun 

Logan Square-based Americana-punk band Elephant Gun is no stranger to squeezing its many members 
on a stage.

Dee-lightful soul 


T aste it: The co-owner of just-opened 
Wicker Park soul food restaurant Dee’s 
Place goes by “just Dee,” thanks, and 
since it’s her show, you’ll oblige. The 
Division Street spot is her first restau- 
rant, home to what she calls Chicago 
soul food: a mix of Southern, Carib- 
bean, Creole and traditional African- 
American foods that fill a niche this 
part of town was sorely missing. Dee’s 
is worth it for the food alone, but 
there’s also live blues and jazz Friday 
and Saturday nights, and every table 
has a view of the stage. 

Fried green tomatoes ($6.95) coated 
in a crunchy batter that hints of celery 
salt are a lifting starter. But the main 
attraction is the meat: chicken comes 
fried (above), jerked, smothered, baked 
or barbecued; there’s also catfish and 
fall-off-the-bone spareribs. For $13.45 
you get one meat and a side, plus a 
serious piece of jalapeno cornbread. 
The atmosphere is casual, and until the 
band begins, it’s easy to forget you’re 
not at dinner at a friend’s house. 



Though the jerk chicken, fiery 
and pungent, is not to be missed, the 
trouble here is not finding something 
to eat— it’s choosing. A list of tantaliz- 
ing sides such as collard greens with 
smoked turkey and jambalaya rice 
doesn’t help matters. 

As we walked out (an extra stash 
of mac and cheese doggie-bagged for 
later), the band chided us for leaving so 
early; with a closing time of 12:30 a.m. 
on weekends, this could be Wicker 
Park’s best newguilty pleasure— who 
doesn’t love fried chicken at midnight?

Bring it: If, like me, you’re a little too 
thrilled to discover that Dee’s serves 
proper Southern-style sweet tea, well, 
there’s always wine to temper the 
caffeine jitters. While hunting for the 
right bottle, it struck me that this is 
truly American food, and I would be 
remiss to bring anything other than a 
big, juicy, all-American wine to go with 
the bold and tangy sauces.

C2E2 could rival NY comic book convention

The last straw was Gary Cole- 
man. 

Actually to be fair, for Pat- 
rick Brower, the last straw 
was the surviving cast of 
“Diff’rent Strokes” signing 
autographs last year at the 
annual Wizard World Comic 
Con in Rosemont, at what 
had been billed as the larg- 
est, most-attended comic 
book convention in the Mid- 
west. “I’m not kidding,” said 
Brower, owner of Challeng- 
ers Comics + Conversation 
on Western Avenue. “It was 
one of the first things you saw 
when you entered, and even 
worse, they had a musical guest! And it was 
Taylor Dayne! But I shouldn’t be surprised. 
Wizard World hasn’t felt like a comic book 
convention in a long time.” 

Ouch. 

Still, it is a common sentiment within the 
Chicago comic book community: Wizard 
World— which took over the old Chicago 
Comic Con in the ’90s and moved it to the 
suburbs, building it into a catch-all geek cul- 
ture-athon with annual attendance around 
70,000— has been slacking on the comic 
book front. Last year, it drew video game 
companies, Billy Dee Williams and Margot 
Kidder, but, for the first time, neither Marvel 
nor DC comics attended. 

Which brings us to C2E2 — shorthand for 
the Chicago Comic & Entertainment Expo. 
It runs Friday through Sunday at McCormick 
Place. The organizer is Reed Exhibitions, the 


group behind the hugely success- 
ful, 5-year-old New York Comic 
Con. Though this is its first year 
in Chicago, its lineup is large and 
serious, partly because of the 
popularity of its New York show. 
Attendees in Chicago include 
writer Neil Gaiman, cartoon- 
ist Jeff Smith, artists Alex Ross, 
Chris Ware and Chip Kidd, au- 
thors Max Brooks (“World War 
Z”) and Seth Grahame-Smith 
(“Pride and Prejudice and Zom- 
bies”) and “Hellboy” creator 
Mike Mignola. 

And, yes, Marvel and DC 
comics will attend. 

“People I talk with do seem 
pretty excited,” said artist Mike 
Norton, who lives in Logan Square and draws 
“Shazam” for DC. “It’s clearly not going to 
be a bunch of wrestlers and ’80s sitcom stars 
signing autographs.” 

C2E2 already has generated enough buzz 
and interest that it landed the cast of “Kick- 
Ass” to attend during the film’s opening week- 
end. Lance Fensterman, who runs the pop 
culture division of Reed, said if C2E2 draws 
30,000 people this weekend, it’ll be on par 
with New York Comic Con’s debut. 

So far, advance ticket sales suggest it could 
draw an even larger attendance. 

Said Eric Kirsammer, owner of Chicago 
Comics: “There are so many comic cons now 
Every time I talk with publishers, they tell 
me they can’t afford to do every one. They 
want an East Coast con, a West Coast con 
and something in the middle. Frankly, we’re 
fertile.”
